The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 

under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 

technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical features which are common to all of claims in groups such as having at 
least 12 carbons atoms and an average of from 0.8 to 2.0 C1-C3 alkyl branches per chain are all 
taught or rendered obvious by Blain et al (5,026,933). Specially , attention is drawn to the 
abstract; column 5, lines 35-40; examples. Therefore, since the limitations of claims in groups 
fail to define a contribution over US 5,026,933 they fail to constitute a special technical feature 
and hence there is lack of unity between groups of claims. 

Group I contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
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Species A: (al) homogeneous acid catalyst and (a2) heterogeneous acid catalyst. 
Subspecies (al): HF and phosphoric acid. 

Subspecies (a2): including MCM-22, PSH-3, SSZ-25, ERB-1, ITQ-1, MCM-36, MCM- 
49 and MCM-56. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species and a single 
subspecies to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any 
claims subsequently added.
